100 volunteers ready to search 
the ruins as soon as the flames die 
down.

death when an explosion and fire de- 


stroyed the Gillis theater building here | 


last night. 

An audience of fewer than 100. was 
witnessing a motion picture film in 
the theater when a tremendous blast 
lifted the roof and the main floor gave 
way, flames qweaping the building im- 
mediately. 

The walls soon crumbled and four- 
teen stores located in‘the building and 
in adjoining structures also were de- 
stroyed. 


Buried in Débris. 
Several hours after the theater was. 
reduced to ruins it was, impossible to 
gain definite *information as to the 
number of persons trapped, but Fire) 
Chief Alex..Henderson . Said his men! 
reported several persons were buried 
in the débris. 
Joh Hogett,’ ‘Qremsy, was ‘killed 
and two others were seriously injured 
when a fire truck on the way to the 
scene crashed into a telephone pole. 
Many of the injured were victims of 


the falling balcony of the theater, spec- 
tators at the show declared.’ It broke 
into splinters and the flying pieces cut 
the patrons as they scrambled for 
escape. : 
Blast Cause Undetermined. 

The cause of the explosion could not 
be determined. It was first reported 
that the blast occurred in a restaurant 
underneath the theater. A second re- 
port was that it occurred in a drug 
store. 

Wi Sandy, 23, said the floerr gave 
way after the ceiling fell.. Before the 
floor gave way he was able to seize an 
iron beam in the ceiling and pull him- 
self hand over hand to safety. 

A newspaper reporter who rushed to 
the scene from police headquarters, a 
short distance away, estimates that 15 
or 20 persons were trapped in the 
building and killed. : 

Rescue Seven from Ruins. 

A man who rescued seven persons 
from the debris of a restaurant located 
in the building said there were others 
buried whom he could not reach. 
When police and firemen arrived at 
the scene there were many bleeding 
and injured persons crying in the 
streets. Some were treated at quickly 
established emergency stations in near- 
by hotels. and stores. Other injured 
were rushed to hospitals in private 
cars and ambulances. 

The Gillis theater, located in the 
north side, is the oldest amusement 
house in the city. 

In recent years it has been featur- 
ing,low priced burlesque shows.

ATHENS, June 26,—(/)—The Greek 
government under the premiership of 
Michalakopoulos has been deposed and 
a new government under tary con- 
trol ig installed at Athens. The rev- 
olutionary movement started at dawn 
simultaneously in Athens and Salon- 
iki, when anti-government forces after 
a brief and harmless fusillade seized 
the telegraph offices and cut communi- 
cations. 

" At 5 o’clock this morning Gen. Pan- 
galos, who was former generalissimo 
of the Greek army and who. held the 
office of minister of war for a short 
time, with a number of officers occu- 


gineers and forthwith issued an ul- 
timatum to the government demanding 
its resignation and holding the minis- 
try responsible, for any bloodshed. 
At the same time an ultimatum was 
issued by Admiral Hadjikiriakos, for- 
mer minister of marine, who was 
aboard the warship Averof and by tie 
commander of the’ troops at Saloniki. 
Some Troops Remain Loyal. 

The whole of the Athens garrison 
did not at first declare in favor cf the 
revolution and Premier Michalakopou- 
los and his cabinet remained in session 
in the parliament building guarded by 
loyal troops. 

In the afternoon Gen. Pangalos and 
his staff took up quarter; at the war 
ministry, where the general issued his | 
orders. In the meantime the govern- 
ment resigned, and the provisional 
president of the republic, Admiral 
Coundouriotis, sent out a summons to 
the parliamentary leaders. He in- 
vited M. Papanastasiou, former pre- 
mier, to organize a cabinet, but in po- 
litical cireles it is generally believed | 
that Gen. Pangalos has designs upon 
the premiership and will not be willing 
to serve under Papanastasiou. 

Admiral Hadjikiriakos assumed com- 
mand of the fleet and is expected to 
become minister‘of marine.

The officers further complained that 
too great concessions had been accord- 
ed foreign capital, making Greece 
financially tributary to foreigners. 

All the leaders of the military move- 
ment are strong republicans and are 
anxious to set up a more democratic 
government.

Only one 
member of the teaching staff of the 
12.000 in the system has been dis 
misged tor incompetency during the 
mat sixteen montbs. 

Supt. McAndrew’s Stan. 

Supt. McAndrew takes the stand 
that the Chicago system can no longer 
tolerate teachers who do sot measure 
up to standard and intends to recom- 
mend dismissal for those who prove 
unfit. : 

He holds that in cvery walk of life 
employés must give satis‘actory serv- 
fice or suffer dismissal. The schools, 
he believes, are no different and have 
a right to demand satisfactory service 
as well as any other corporation. 
‘The teachers are to appear before 
the superintendent and his assistants 
so that they may be satisfied that 
teachers marked inefficient are de- 
gerving of that rating. Supt. McAn- 
drew cited an of a princinal 
who recently gave a teacher a low 
rating and later admitted that he 
never had visited her class nor ob- 
served her work. 

| Two Classes of Teachers. 

In cases where teachers are in the 
service more. than three years charges 
will have to be preferred in event they 
are found inefficient and trial by the 
school administration committee fol- 
‘lows. The teachers’ tenure law pro- 
vides that teachers may only be dis- 
missed in this way. 

Those in the system less than three 
* years may be dismissed at any time if 
found lacking.

The particular disease, malarial hema- 
turia, never develops in any except those 
who have been suffering for weeks from 
chronic malaria. 

All of these facts make it difficult to 
decide just what causes malarial hema- 
turia. Dr. Deeks thinks it is caused by 
the sudden killing of too many malarial 
parasites and the sudden destruction of 
too much hemoglobin. He says that in 
the blood of an intensely infected person, 
weighing 150 pounds, there will be one 
parasite for every twenty red blood cells, 
or about six quadrillion parasites in all. 

All of these parasites piled together 
would make a mass about 24 inches 
cubed. To kill all of these by heavy 
quinine dosage would throw too heavy a 
strain on the blood and kidneys and 
cause hematuria. Therefore, he treats 
cases of malaria threatengd with hema- 
turia with small doses of quinine. 

The method of treatment used by Facio 
and Rojas in Costa Rica consists in in- 
jecting a solution of caffein sodiabenzoate 
into the veins. 

~ 

They cured twelve cases that way. 
They do not give quinine unless they 
find parasites in the blood. To keep the 
kidneys going they give enemas of 2 per 
cent solution of bicarbonate of soda and 
1 per cent glucdse. This treatment is to 
be given by a physician. Perhaps it 
would do some good for the patient te 
drink some coffee as a first aid pro- 
cedure. 

Hewetson has another notion as to the 
cause of hematuria. He ascribes it to 
the effect of bright sunlight on the skin

head to one side and swab the soapy 
liquid into the affected ear.. This must 
be done two or three times a day for 
about a week. 

After the above process, mix a little 
soap with some fine, powdered resin (not 
much resin), and squeeze the resinous 
soap as far into the ear as possible.

A supply of fresh dalmatian powder 
and @ small bellows will do the job thor- 
oughly. Forty years ago I learned this 
I put a deadline of the powder around 
the sheet and in the morning there were 
over fifty bedbugs and body lice, dead, 
all of which had broken through the 
deadline, and I had never been bitten. 
I continued to do this same thing for 
several days, and also sprinkled the 
carpet and under the edge of the carpet, 
and after two weeks they were all ex- 
terminated and I had no further trouble 
from them. 

I have used this remedy in lumber 
camps and other places, and this pow: 
der is also sure death to fleas. 

Bedbugs and body lice thrive in the 
woods and live pn the juices of the 
leaves, and hibernate in the winter, and, 
like the mosquito, will leave their natural 
food to go to the human being whenever 
there is an opportunity.

BOB SEES SEA BASS 
PEEDIN GHOSTLY NIGHT

Avalon, Catalina Island, Cal., June 
25.—([Special.]—After the heavy tackle 
had been stowed away and the wind 
had died down late yesterday afternoon, 
Capt. Al came around with a rowboat 
to show us how [after dark] the sea 
bass come in to raid the schools of 
fiying fish. 

Slowly working our way along the 
shore past the kelp beds, we watched 
the sun go down and then ag darkness 
enveloped the island we saw [by flash- 
light] and heard the schools of flying 
fish coming into the shallow water to 
feed. Literally thousands of them can 
be found along the island about dark, 
and when a school skitters arid sails 
along with their long rudder-like tails 
working back and forth to give them 
momentum, it's a sight one doesn’t 
soon forget. 

Weird Lights in Dark. 

About nine o’clock came the thrill. 
It was pitch dark. On our left loomed 
the black, steep slopes of the island. 
The surf pounding on the rocky shore 
furnished a musical roar as we rowed 
along. The water all around us was 
glowing with phosphoresence, and; 
every time Capt. Al dipped an oar he 
left a moving, liquid-like, glowing mass 
of greenish white light. 

Suddenly we turned on the flash- 
light. Frightened flying fish came 
out of the water ‘like Roman candles. 
One ten incher jumped into the boat 
and hit my right shin a crack. Sar- 
dines seyen or eight inches long also 
stepped on it, and when they darted 
off they left a stream of greenish white 
light behind them like the tail of a 
comet. 

Sea Bass Starts Feeding. 

But the real thrill came when we 
heard a big splash toward the shore. 
Out of the water there rose a weird, 
ghostly ball of white, and all around it 
jumped scared flying fish. The whitish 
ball was a sea bass, hungrily tearing 
into the flying fish. Later we saw 
them close to the boat, and when they 


_ hustled away very much startled you 


saw an irridescent white fish surround.

Family Wage, 8 Hour 
Day for Women Urged 
at Catholic Meeting 


An eight hour day, a full family liv- 
ing wage, and the encouragement of 
their own trades unions, were some 
of the things demanded or behalf of 
women in industry yesterday at the 
Catholic Conference on Industrial 
Problems at the Hotel Morrison. 

Miss Agnes Nestor, vice president 


of the National Women’s Trade Union’ 


league, and the Rev. John M. Cooper, 
D. D., professor of sociology at. the 
Catholic Ufiiversity of America, stated 
the case for the women who must 
work. 
eo 

“In a high proportion of cases the 
living wage for women should now be 
a family wage,’ declared Fr. Cooper. 
“The last report of the United States 
census reveals the fact that in a num- 
ber of manufacturing cities about one- 
fourth of the women bread winners 
are mothers and have children; that 


about one-fourth were bread winners 
in families that had no men wage 
earners, and that about one-fifth were 
the sole bread winners pf the family. 
Perhaps fifty per cent™»f women in 
industry do not receive a living wagc 
for themselves, apart from all family 
| obligations.” 

Miss Nestor stressed the youth of 
the women who work, showing that 
in Illinois about 21 per cent of all 
women and girls gainfully occupied 
are under twenty years of age, where- 
as among men the figure is only a lit- 
tle more than eight per cent. 

Miss Nestor urged the eight hour 
day for women. It is the least that 


can be asked, she declared. 
~~ 


“For the married woman has her 
home responsibilities after her shop 
work,” she asserted. ‘‘ Even if there 
were an eight hour day for women, 
for the married women their real 


working day always would be longer 
than that of men.” 

‘‘ Child labor, vocational training, so- 

cial insuratice, none of these would be 
necessary if each worker obtained a 
sufficient living wage,” declared Bishop 
Peter J. Muldoon of Rockford. “Is it 
not fair that each able bodied man sup- 
port himself and his family by his 
labor, and that he be remunerated for 
his labor in such reasonable terms that 
he can provide for- their present and 
future needs?”
